This we could not do without knowing al) details as to what the 
rospect is looking for in the way of a home or for a place of business. 
in the other hand, the best advice can usually be had from the Cham- 

ber of Commerce or someone more familiar with the state than we 
are in the short time we have been here. We had a definite thing in 
mind when we chose Howey. Perhaps Howey would not appeal to 
many of you for reasons of your own. So if you want to come to 
Florida, better look into every angle and pick your own spot. We will 
be glad to add our share of knowledge if you state your preferences. 

Do not fear taking a summer vacation in Florida. It will be no 
hotter here perhaps than at your own home, in fact even in the middle 
of June we have noted temperatures in Cleveland, Chicago and other 
Northern cities have been quite a bit above what we have bad down 
here and down here nights are invariably cool. Florida in the summer 
time is not a bad place for a vacation if you like the sea shore but 
do not make the mistake of going to Miami if you want a nice sea 
shore vacation. The best, in our way of thinking will be found at Day- 
tona Beach. Here you can find a beautiful beach which is from two 
to three hundred up to five hundred feet wide in places. The sand 
is packed solid enough that you can drive your auto up and down on 
the beach. At Daytona you will find plenty of amusement of all kinds, 
even including a nearby dog race track if you are looking for action. 
Rates at the big hotels are low in the summer. For example, at Ormond 
Beach, just three miles north of Daytona you will find the Coquina 
hotel, a great big hotel right on the ocean front with a beautiful 
beach. You can get a room and three meals at $6.25 per person. At 
Elinor Village, a lovely community village for vacationists at Daytona 
Beach you can get a handsome small cottage big enough for a family 
of four for about $60.00 per week. The beach at Daytona is far better 
than anything in Miami where the hotels have so encroached on the 
ocean that there is little beach left in most places.

How To Gei Good Postal Service 


Since moving to Howey-in-the-Hills which is about an even thousand 
miles south of Sidney, Ohio we have learned how to get good postal 
service. 

While still in Sidney we often had complaints of delivery of our 
paper, especially in New York City and that area. The complaints 
showed us that delivery in New York City was usually later in the 
smaller surrounding towns. New York is less than 700 miles from 
Sidney. We often heard that the dated Monday paper did not reach 
points in that vicinity till Monday or Tuesday or even later. 

Down here we frequently get the paper dated for the following 
Monday, on the Friday preceeding that date. This paper is mailed in 
Sidney on Wednesday each week. 

Reason for this is that in all post offices, all first class mail is 
handled first. If there is time left, second class mail gets cared for, 
but if time runs out, extra help is not put on to keep the mail moving. 
in small communities the pos:masters are not overburdened and second 
class mail gets handled immediately after the first class mail is sorted, 
which is usually within a haf hour or an hour at the most. 

If our postal service is to function properly, there should be a 
rule and a regulation in every post office that every piece of mail that 
comes into any office should be out of that office within 24 hours. H

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Tributes To 
Lewis & Clark, Explorers 


George W. Linn 


Back in 1905 there was held at Portland, Oregon a great Exposition 
honoring Lewis & Clark, the explorers who perhaps had most to do with 
opening up our great northwest. 

At that time efforts were doubtless made to have a postage stamp 
honoring these Great Americans, but an exposition held at St. Louis, Mo. 
in 1904, where a set of five attractive stamps were issued honoring 
the Louisiana Purchase, is perhaps the main reason why no Lewis & 
Clark stamps were issued for the Portland show. 

However there was issued a set of beautiful labels which had a 
very wide circulation in those days but which today are almost unknown 
to modern collectors. These labels had all the grace and beauty of an 
attractive stamp and were prepared in the format of stamps and in 
sheets, gummed and perforated as such. 

It is interesting to recall these labels now as doubtless many old 
time collectors still have a sheet or a set of the labels in their albums. 

They were prepared and issued by the iate Ferran W. Zerbe and his 
brother J. L. Zerbe who is president of the Naval Hospital Stamp Club 
at San Diego, Calif. Mr. Zerbe is also a Red Cross Volunteer Assistant 
at the same point. His elder brother Ferran Zerbe is best known as 
one of the greatest Numismatists of years past. Ferran Zerbe was 
Chief of the Souvenir Coin Department of the Exposition in Portland 
in 1905. At this Exposition a souvenir gold dollar was issued which 
bore the portrait of Lewis on one side and Clark on the other. This is 
the only United States coin that has a portrait on both sides. 

For many years prior to his death Mr. Zerbe traveled extensively 
about the United States where he displayed a collection of coins of the 
world in banks all over the country. His later years were spent as cura- 
tor of this same coin collection which was housed in one of the large 
banks in New York City. 

A sheet of the labels for the Portland Exposition is illustrated here- 
with. There was a sheet in red with black center and a sheet in green 
with black center. 

The label in the upper left corner pictures Meriwether Lewis, 
Thomas Jefferson in the center label and Wm.:Clark at the right 
corner. The other nine picture various buildings at the Exposition with 
the exception of the center stamp in the third row from the top, which 
pictures Mt. Hood. 

These labels marked the 100th anniversary of the Expedition by

Minho fill the sanctuary field and 
road with their gay local costumes, 
while they wear filigree brooches 
pinned on their breasts in form of 
hearts and crosses, 
proud to show their very large and 
beautifully decorated ear rings. 
They arrive gaily, singing lovely 


Sunday”’ on the sixth Sunday in 
Lent. 

Great crowds go to the parish 
church, where the palms are 
blessed. The rural folk carry 


branches of trees, preferably laur- 
el, olive or orange. The palm 
leaves are often decorated with 
cloth and paper streamers. There 
are early roses, camellias, ribbon 
and tinsel. On the 2nd of March, 
the day of Purification, instead of 
palms the women take wax can- 
dles, to be blessed at the ceremony 
of ‘‘Bessing the Wax.’’ 

At the end of Holy Week, on the 
Saturday of Haleluja a straw effigy 
dressed in satirical clothes, and 
representing Judas, is burnt to the 
merry ringing of bells as well as 
peals from church bells. .Often a 
tree is used or a post set up espe- 
cially for the ceremony. Jeers and 
furious shoutings accompany this 
ceremony. 

At Christmas private and public 
cribs are decorated and worshipped 
with great devotion. Singing in 
the streets in front of the cribs is 
an ancient custom in the Algarve 
and in Madeira, where owing to 
their special forms, the cribs are 
called ‘‘lapinhos’’, On December 
24 Missa do Galo (Midnight Mass) 
has the attraction of religious 
meaning for some and a folkloric 
significance for others. 

In the country villages the lads 
and lassies go out joyfully to col- 
lect wood, with music, songs and 
colored festoons; they light great 
bonfires of logs in the street and 
even by the porch of the church 
where ‘‘Midmight Mass” is being 
said. Round the sacred commem- 
orative flame they sing Christmas 
Carols. 

The yule log blazes in the hearths 
of many homes and the ashes are 
kept with the remains of the 














| palms and the blessed candles for 
;use on an evil day. 


The use of the Christmas Crib 
was instituted by St. Francis of 
Assisi, (1182-1226) and adopted by 
the Protestant churches later along 
with Carols. A fine set of stamps 
showing this holy man was issued 
by Italy to commemorate the 700th 
anniversary of his death. Perhaps 
the most elaborately decorated crib 
is seen in the Lisbon, Portugal 
Cathedral. This church is seen on 
stamp type A104. The crib is not 
shown but it was by Machado De 
Castro. 


Religious Pilgrimages 


The busiest and jolliest days are 
those when pilgrimages are made 
to the most popular sanctuaries. 
There are many such sanctuaries 
on the high points of rising land, in 
the wasteland of the valleys, on the 
rocky points of the coast, or on 
the nearest heights that overlook 
the Atlantic Ocean. Little white 
chapels, and great churches cover 
the countryside with their hope of 
heaven, 

These pilgrimages made by the 
people are the apotheoses of the 
Divine, in which, despite some oc- 
casional lapses, every one takes 
part in a spirit of common com- 
memoration. At the place where 
the sanctuary is being celebrated 
one enters through an archway, 
the ‘‘Pilgrims Arch’”’, which repre- 
sents a solemn portico. 

In the Minho and Douro there 
are special church decorators. 
There is rivalry among them, same 
as there is, amongst the makers 
of processional tableaux. Flags, 
festoons, shields, and gaily painted 
balloons add color to the scene. 
Bells ring out, and the people play 
harmonicas. At night splendid trees 
of fire burn in the festival grounds, 
and the folks sing and dance just 
as they did along the way. There 
are special songs of praise for the

bear heavy loads of gifts or do 
simple penance. 

At these pilgrimages ‘“‘the 
saint’s’”’ picture or engraving is on 
sale to meet the expense of the 
fete. Zach person who pays his 
contribution, or buys one, returns 
home, and keeps it for family 
prayers, as a souvenir and often 
aS a vow he has promised to keep. 
These feast days of local saints in- 
clude Saint Anthony, which we see 
on stamps type A50 to 53. 

These were issued in 1895 com- 
memorating the seventh centenary 
of the birth of Saint Anthony of 
Padua (251-356) who was the foun- 
der of monastic life. 

Another handsome set issued in 
1931 commemorates the seventh 
centenary of the death of Anthony. 

Portugal has carried her relig- 
ious influence into all her colon- 
ies, so we find three honoring St. 
Francis Xavier in 1952 on the cen- 
tenary of his death. (Scott No.’s 
753-6) Macao, Timor and Portugese 
India, each brought out three 
which showed a statue of St. Fran- 
cis, the miraculous arm of the holy 
man, and the tomb of the saint. 
Portuguese India had done so 
previously with stamps type A23-28. 
No greater religious pilgrimage has 
been made recently than the one 
to the Portugese Shrine of Fatima, 
during the observance of the latest 
Holy Year. 
of worshippers gathered in 1950 
and four stamps honoring the pa- 
tron saint were issued, type A70- 
74 








On the feast days of the village’s 
local saint the people build wood- 
en stages at focal points in the 
village; the popular actors per- 
form plays about Christmas, the 
three kings, the Passion, the Res- 
urrection and the saints. The char- 
acters pass from father to son. 
Besides these sacred subjects 
which often show considerable his- 
trionic skill they also act plays in 
the Carolingian tradition and about 
the struggles between the Moors 
and the Christians. 

The Moors were a wild but strong 
people from North Africa that left 
such landmarks -in their conquests 
of the Iberian Peninsula, that 
Washington Irving, an American 
Ambassador to Spain took the 
pains to write about it in The 
Sketch Book. In a 1931 issue of 
stamps by Spain we see two that 
show scenes of Moorish construc- 
tion. Type SD2 of 1928 shows a 
Moorish postman, on a special de- 
livery stamp.

Secane, Pa. was discontinued 
in April of this year. It is one 
of many such offices that is fall- 
ing to the consolidation plan of 
the Post Office Dept. The merits 
of which to say the least are de- 
bateable. At first thought it 
seems a good idea to close up 
these small, costly operated of- 
fices but as time goes on it seems 
many of them could be kept open 
and not at the expense they were 
formerly operated. 

That, of course, is neither here 
nor there, but the big thing is 
that the policy is making some 
really scarce precancels and some 
of the collectors who looked a 
little foolish paying stiff prices 
for some of the small places will 
find that they have some pretty 
good property on their hands. 
Whether it is Secane or what 
time will tell eventually just how 
scarce they are.
